W o r c e s t e r , A pril 3 0 .—Tho m orning train s 
brought In scores of delegates from all directions 
to swell the num ber already In town, and as tire

'M echanics’ H all w ere thronged.

G e n t l e m e n o f t h e C o n v e n t i o n —In pursu­ 
ance of a vote passed a t your previous session a t 
Springfield, by which you adjourned subject to 
call of the State C entral Com m ittee, you are again 
convened for Hie purpose of choosing four dele­ 
gates a t large am i four altern ates to represent the 
D em ocracy of M assachusetts 
hi 
the 
com ing 
N ational Convention—and, in calling you to order, 
it may not be Inappropriate for mo to trespass 
briefly upon your tim e and patience w ith a few 
w ords upon the political situation. 
F our years ago the D em ocracy of M assachu­ 
setts, forgetting and forgiving all past differences 
and dissensions, stood shoulder to shoulder iu the 
presidential contest, aud, as the result of united 
and harm onious endeavor, cast 112,000 votes 
for the gallant H ancock, the largest vote ever 
polled In M assachusetts for a D em ocratic candi­ 
dal e for the presidency. 
In the shadow of a g reat 
national sorrow and disgrace In 1881—a sorrow In 
w hich we shared, but a disgrace in which w e had 
no part, for let It alw ays be rem em bered th a t the 
party which furnished the victim also produced 
the assassin—an event which called a truce In po­ 
litical w arfare, except Inside the Republican party, 
we rested on our arm s and let tho election go by 
default. But none of tho restrain ts of ordinary 
decency controlled Hie action oi the R epublican 
party during tills period of hum iliation. As In 1879 
they disregarded every Instinct of patriotism mid 
wrth 
justice, and established a precedent fr a u g h t!

of the R epublic, by nullifying Hie will of the people 
as recorded by the ballot, aud defrauded P resident

th e people. The V ice-President was a participant, 
together w ith Hie m ost prom inent officials and 
leaders of his party. 
In tile strange and horrible 
m edley of events iii which V ice-President, senators 
and F ederal officials were engaged, bribery, lu st 
and drunkenness bore a conspicuous part. 
The 
spectacle of grave and honored R epublican ofli-

d a is struggling in Hot and eager haste in tim cor­ 
ridor of the D elevan House for a turn to m ount 
a ladder and peer through the transom u t a w an­ 
ton exhibition, hi which a United .States senator 
mu! a common p rostitute took p art, was but one 
of a series of incidents in which these leaders of 
the “ netter elem ent,” the parly of “ God and mo­ 
rality ” w ere en gaged; and tins a t a tim e when all 
over the country the m asses of the people w ere 
bowed iii solem n prayer to A lm ighty God for the 
recovery of the President. 
L et those R epublican 
papers which take especial delight in portraying

licities of a D em ocratic caucus rem em ber the 
scriptural Injunction to first rem ove the beam 
from their own eyes before attem pting to rem ove 
th e mote which is iii then brother s. 
In 1882, we 
renew ed the struggle, and again, w iih unity and 
harm ony w ithin our ran k s, we increased our vote

U nder th at rule the State prison, which for m any 
y ears had been iii a state of chronic insubordi­ 
nation and dem oralization, was restored to its 
p roper and legal condition, anti from the day when 
W arden U sher took control of its governm ent it 
h as ceased to occupy public attention. 
Ju d i­ 
ciously and efficiently governed, as ii now is, 
n eith er tile people outside Us w ails or those inside 
have cause or inclination to trouble them selves 
about It. Tile m atrons ami philosophers of Historic 
Concord sleep sw eetly, their dream s ami m ystical 
speculations undisturbed, w ith Hie prison under 
D em ocratic rule, and requisitions tor ball c a rt­ 
ridges with which to quell a probable outbreak no 
longer swell the archives of the adjutaiit-gcneral’s 
office. 
The Insurance departm ent was purged of 
th e dry rot of official incom petency and ineffi­ 
ciency, which m ade it possible for the C harter 
O ak, the K nickerbocker, and a score of oilier 
b an k ru p t and dishonest com panies to rob tho 
people of m illions ot dollars, w ithout timely 
notice from a departm ent which was created and 
paid to w arn and protect. 
Com panies like these, and th eir paid retainers, 
m ay and do criticise and condem n the rigorous 
and effective 
adm inistration of Com m issioner 
T a r box, but the people, rem em bering the past, 
Will, w ithout regard to party lines, sustain and 
to 
com m end him for observing and enforcing the 
law s which were enacted tor th eir protection. 
Solvent and honorable com panies have nothing to 
fear. and welcome the clear sunlight of publicity 
In all their concerns. 
H is only those who have 
som ething 
to 
cover 
up and 
conceal 
tin t 
complain or seek to evade the proper and legal 
Investigation. 
In the m ilitary departm ent a radi­ 
cal change was made, aud in A djutant-G eneral 
Dalton was found an official 
who had not only 
the ability but the inclination to fullll the duties 
at his office. 
Economy and energy have taken the place of 
waste and slothfulm ss, and no S tate iii Hie Union 
can boast of a better equipped and organized 
m ilitia than M assachusetts at so sm all an expen­ 
diture. 
For the first tim e Iii the h i-tory of M assa­ 
chusetts, an Irish-born citizen and a Catholic 
holds

judiciary, 
and is 
hon­ 
ored ana esteem ed of all men as the peer of 
his associates. 
In Hie appointm ent of Judge 
McCattVrty G overnor Butler not only did honor 
to 
the 
office 
but 
he 
perform ed 
a 
sun ole 
act of justice, too long deferred, which his prede­ 
cessor, G overnor Long, although having greater 
opportunities than did ever aiiy previous execu­ 
tive, utterly ignored and refused to perform. Aud 
uy this appointm ent G overnor B utler vindicated 
m d redeem ed the Old Bay Slate from the charge, 
well sustained under R epublican rule, th at w ithin 
aer borders alone of all the States the hitter and 
m alignant spirit of Kiiow-iiotliliigisin and sectarian 
prejudice still m aintained its power. 
For the first tim e in the history of a N orthern 
State a colored m an. a representative of a race, 
poor and despised, dow n-trodden an I enslaved for 
generations, was elevated to Hie judicial bench of 
M assachusetts. 
W hen P resident and cabinet, 
senator aud representative. 
Stood H azed oiul H ew ildcred, 
In the early days of the civil w ar. over m e prob­ 
lem , W hat should be the status of the negro slave? 
a M assachusetts general solved it In a single 
w ord. W hen the B epu’ lie staggered under th e 
burdens of the war, and the enthusiasm of the 
Volunteer 
had Riven prude to Ute stolid de­ 


spondency of the conscript, and Hie order to d raft 
had been m et bv riot and bloodshed In the streets 
cl Boston, a M assachusetts general arm ed the 
negro: 
And when, long years after the w ar was 
over, th a t general was elected governor of M assa­ 
chusetts bv the D em ocracy, tru e to the vow he 
m ade a* he rode among the dead on a V irginia 
battlefield, w here their upturned faces bore unite 
testim ony to Hie loyalty and heroism of his negro 
soldiers. G overnor Butler vindicated the m anhood 
of Hie negro and his rights as a citizen by his ap­ 
pointm ent. 
The great charitable Institutions of the State, 
which, under Republican rule, had for years been 
a scandal and reproach to Hie generous and sym­ 
pathetic citizens of M assachusetts w ere renovated 
and restored to the high position they were origi­ 
nally Intended to occupy. 
Poverty and affliction 
have been robbed of half th eir terrors. 
U nder Hie 
pressure or un enlightened public opinion and a 
quickened public conscience, both sm arting under 
Hie m ortification of an exposure as necessary as 
it was horrifying am t repugnant to our feelings 
aud our pride, these institutions no longer c a s ta 
shadow over the good nam e of our Common­ 
wealth. 
The death-bed agony of the poor and un­ 
fortunate has been sw eetened and relieved by Hie 
know ledge th at no longer a sham burial prelim i­ 
nary to a m idnight ride In th e •‘M anning death 
cart” to the hum an 
sham bles there to be 
sold, and hacked and carved amid Hie heartless 
jest aud ribald talk of the dissecting room ; and 
finally the poor m aim ed aud disfigured rem nants 
of hum anity, m ixed and m ingled in un indis­ 
tinguishable’ m ass, scooped up like carrion and 
consigned to an unknow n grave—no longer In 
Christ Ian M assachusetts, thank God! does such a 
vision vex and fret their last troubled hours. 
All 
ct this and Its accom panying hoi rors have given 
place to a peaceful death and a C hristian burial. 
The State tax was dim inished $500,000, iii spite 
of the doleful w arnings and predictions of tho 
Republican papers, aud R epublican speakers In 
the Legislature, th a t before the year rolled around 
proud old M assachusetts would be seen as a 
m endicant, will) outstretched arm , h at in hand, 
begging Hie charity of her creditors. 
W ith such a record of one year of p artial power 
we went to tho people for tiltir verdict, and In 
spite of slander, m isrepresentation and abuse, 
such as was never know n before in a political 
cam paign, loo,OOO of Hic honest aud unpurclins- 
able voters of this good old Com m onw ealth re­ 
corded their votes in favor of a continuation of 
ibis policy. 
We w ere defeated hi a total vote, un- 
precedent- d and unexpected by either side, by 
the narrow m argin oi 5000 votes. D efeated, did 
I s iy? Not so! 
Repulsed is the tru er and more 
appropriate word. 
'Hie R epublican party and 
“ all others,” for we have heard tho confession 
since election from G overnor Robinson and Chair­ 
man Lodge, th a t it was not a R epublican victory, 
prevailed only by prom ising b elier things. 
And 
w hat Have they done? So tar, except as an echo 
of G overnor B utler’s adm inistration, 
The A«lniini*trutiun u t Governor ItoWlnHon, 
like th a t of H ayes, has been so w eak and color­ 
less th at It has failed to excite the hostility of Its 
enem ies or retain the friendship of its friends, 
aud only m onopolizes th eir m ost cordial aud 
united indifference and disgust. 
In the L egislature, nothing of im portance ex­ 
cept the passage of legislation which we had In­ 
itiated aud dem anded in previous years. 
The free text-book bill, for the approval of 
which the R epublican papers have challenged the 
adm iration and gratitude of the people, was 
originated by a Dem oc!at, cham pioned by Demo­ 
c ra ts , aud forced to to Its filial passage by Demo­ 
crats. 
The dem and OI the .Governor in his m essage for 
the passage of a weekly paym ent bill, a bill which 
has been for years dem anded by D em ocrats, has, 
under Hie pressure of the great corporations which 
control the R epublican party, beeu suppressed, 
and bis excellency’s conscience keeper, who, It 
was announced 
with a flourish of 
trum pets 
had initiated tuts 
system in 
his own 
man­ 
ufactory and 
would appear belore tho legis­ 
lative 
com m ittee to 
cham pion the 
m easure, 
has preserved a judicious silence, while the 
bill Itself, em asculated 
aud 
made practically 
w orthless and inoperative, It is quietly announced 
In R epublican m anufacturing circles, will 
bo 
killed lo the Senate. 
The o ily oilier forcible rec­ 
om m endation in G overnor R obinson’s m essage 
was for the enactm ent of legislation looking 
tow ards the exterm ination of dogs. 
'This courageous mid im portant recom m endation 
our cautious and politic G overnor has also m an­ 
aged to qualify, by public announcem ent, th a t be 
only m eant th a t vagrant an d w ornness dogs should 
be placed under Hie bau of the law. so that, as a 
m atter of fact, all th at is left operative iii Hie 
recom m endations for the passage of additional 
legislation, made by a G overnor who, In the lan­ 
guage of adulation adopted by the R epublican 
press, com bined all the m asterly pow er ot a Web­ 
ster aud the enthusiasm aud eloquence of ail An­ 
drew, aud is a w orthy successor of the long lino 
of illustrious men who have graced and honored 
the governorship of M assachusetts; is the recom­ 
m endation of his excellency iii favor of abolish 
ing the ".Valier dorg.” 
Truly “ the m ountain has 
labored and brought forth a m ouse.” 
Every leg­ 
islative act, Iii the interest of Hie people, passed 
o r contem plated by the present L egislature,or rec­ 
om mended by the G overnor, has had a Demo­ 
cratic origin. 
A nd as in 1879 the ghost of a de­ 
feated B uller dom inated aud overshadow ed tho 
adm inistration of G overnor T albot, so iii 1884 
does Hie Influence of one y ear of B utler dom inate 
and overshadow the adm inistration of G overnor 
R obinson, 
Earle. M arsh and C larke silll cry 
aloud for vindication; but Hie G overnor and fits 
m anagers are deaf to th eir cries. 
Does anybody 
doubt w hat G overnor B utler would have done if, 
upon assum ing the duties and authority of his 
office, lie bart found th at a friend or supporter of 
his had been unjustly rem oved by his predecessor? 
Not a t a il! 
Before the 
ink had dried w ith which 
he subscribed Ills nam e to tho official oath, steps 
would have been taken to 
Rem ove the Interloper, 
and reinstate Hic w ronged and unjustly-rem oved 
official. 
By every hour of neglect to 
reap­ 
point these m en. G overnor Robinson indorses the 
acts of G overnor B utler 
in 
rem oving them , 
and 
he and 
lits m anagers confess Judgment. 
In every case. 
Too well they realize th at any 
attem pt to reverse the honest and faithful ad­ 
m inistrations of the officers appointed by Gov­ 
ernor 
B utler and the 
restoration of the old 
regim e would m eet w ith ju st and m erciless con­ 
dem nation a t the next election, aud they dare not 
force the issue. So much for the local situation, 
and now a w ord concerning the national outlook. 
'The delegates you will choose today will not go 
to Oiilcago, as have previous delegates to our 
N ational Convention, as th e re pres ntntlves of a 
m inority so lean and m eagre as to excite pity lf 
not derision. 'They will go clothed in power and 
authority, as the 
representatives 
of a party 
which in the last four years has ma e a greater 
Increase Iii M assachusetts th an iii any other State 
in the Union. 
L et us see lf I ani not correct in this assertion. 
In 1880, New York cast 534,511 votes for Han­ 
cock, iii ’8 2 ,5 3 5 ,3 1 8 for Cleveland, and iii ’83, 
447,199 for the U gliest candidate on the State 
ticket. In 1880, Ohio gave 340,821 for Hancock, in 
’82 Rile cast 310,874 and iii ’83 elected Deadly by 
a vote of 359,793. 
Indiana gave H ancock in 1880 
225,522, cast 220,918 iii ’82, with no election in 
’83. 
A nd so I m ight go on w ith the com parison 
through the entire state records, with results 
even more favorable to M assachusetts. 
She alone ol all th e S tates shows a steady Increase 
in her vote, and stands alone iii th e list Of form er 
R epublican State*, w ith Hie record of a D em ocrat­ 
ic vote i n ’83 exceeding a m ajority of the total 
vote east iii the last presidential election. 
W ith such a record, am I not correct In saying 
your delegates will have a right to speak w ith 
I lower and Influence second to none from other 
States 
iii 
the 
N ational 
C onvention? 
And 
w hat has brought about tills m ighty change 
in a S tate which in form er years has given Repub­ 
lican presidential m ajorities or from 50,000 to 
100,000? T he answ er Is not difficult to find. 
Iii 
our platform of 1882 we boldly affirmed we would 
take a new departure. 
W e m et the dem and of Hie 
people for a readjustm ent arid reducilon in Hie 
w ar tariff by a resolution as good today as it was 
t lien, and which the voters indorsed, which reads 
as follows: 
“ We call upon Congress so to reform Hie present 
w ar taxes th a t hundreds of millions may not be 
as now needlessly extracted from the earnings of 
our people, to lie Iii the treasury as a tem ptation 
to wicked and reckless appropriations for public 
buildings, and useless and w asteful river and 
harbor bills. 
T h at no taxes shall bo levied upon 
the necessaries of life or upon Hie raw m aterial 
which 
is 
found 
iii 
this 
country. 
T hat 
the 
tariff shall be 
so 
judiciously 
adjusted 
th a t 
A m erican 
com m erce 
shall 
be 
fos­ 
tered, 
aud, 
above 
all. 
th at 
A m erican 
labor shall be elevated and am ply rew arded. 
We 
affirm th a t all these results can be fully rea'fzert 
under a tariff lim ited In am ount to a sum neces­ 
sary and adequate for revenue.” 
In thus placing our party abreast w ith public 
sentim ent upon till* question, we reaffirm ed the 
good old D em ocratic doctrine as enunciated by 
A ndrew Jack so n iii his farew ell address to the 
people In M arch. 1837, w herein he said: 
“ T here is, perhaps, no one ot the powers of the 
general governm ent so liable to abuse as the tax­ 
ing power. 'The productive and convenient sources 
of revenue w ere necessarily given to it th a t ii 
might be able to perform Hie’ im portant duties im­ 
posed upon It; and tho taxes 
winch It lays 
upon 
com m erce 
being 
concealed 
nom Hie 
real payer In the price of the article, they 
do 
not 
so 
readily 
a ttra c t 
th e attention 
of the people, as sm aller sum s seem dem anded 
from them directly by the tax-gatherer. 
But the 
tax imposed upon goods en nances by so much 
the price of the com m odity to Hie consum er. Aud 
as many of these duties ale imposed on articles of 
necessity, which are daily used by the g reat body 
of the people, the money raised ny these Im posts 
Is draw n from their pockets. 
Congress has no 
right, under the C onstitution, to take m oney from* 
the people unless it 
is 
required to 
ixecute 
some 
one 
of 
the 
specific 
pow ers 
in­ 
trusted 
to 
the 
governm ent; 
and 
if 
they raise more than Is necessary it is an abuse 
of the power of taxation, and unjust and oppres­ 
sive.

W a s h i n g t o n , May 4.—I t Is probable th a t the 
Senate will agree to the free ship am endm ent to 
the House bill to rem ove certain burdens on the 
A m erican m erchant m arine and .for other p u r­ 
poses. 
This am endm ent allow s A m erican citi­ 
zens to purchase ships of not less than 4000 tons 
burden abroad, which shins shall not be used in 
the A m erican coast-w ise trade. 
It was expected 
th a t Senators M cPherson and 
B ayard would 
oppose this am endm ent, but it Is reported, on the 
authority of Mr. Beck, that they will -vote for It. 
The cham pions of free shins also expect to receive 
the assistance of Senator Yan W yck of N ebraska, 
both the K ansas senators, and possibly one or two 
other Republican votes. 
The representatives of 
the shipbuilding Industries of the U nited S tates 
are here to do w hatever they can to prevent the 
passage of the H ouse hill. 
They claim th a t the 
free ship clause will ruin th eir business. 
A m eri­ 
can shipbuilders are Just beginning to com pete 
w ith the British shipbuilders iii the construction 
of vessels of heavy tonnage—ships th a t this bill 
will make free. They say tBat it will be iinn.'s- 
sible to continue in business if their operations 
are restricied to the construction of coastw ise 
vessels simply.

Passage of the Bill Amendatory of the 
Anti-Chinese Act 


W a s h i n g t o n , May I .—The Senate, after w ork­ 
ing on the calendar until 2 o'clock, resum ed con­ 
sideration of the shipping bill. 
Mr. Frye con­ 
tinued bls speech of yesterday ag ain st the pro­ 
posed free ship am endm ent. 
H e argued th a t the 
logical and inevitable resu lt of an am endm ent 
would be the entering wedge for the destru ctio n 
of 
the coastw ise trade. 
It would ultim ately 
control and destroy it. as E ngland controlled 
and destroyed our foreign m erchant m arine. 
Ho 
then described th e respective provlslbns of the 
bill, urging th a t they are all necessary for the 
revival of our m erchant m arine. 
T he section 
relating to advance w ages w as an attem pt to 
rem edy a long-islabllshed abuse. 
“ I have never 
seen,” exclaim ed Mr. Frye, “ any power In the 
world equal to th a t of 
sailors’ boarding-house 
keepers. 
No one gets 
Hie 
benefit of ad­

H OW T O G ROW C R O P S PR O FITA BLY . 


ARTICLE NO- X . 
F R I 'IT S O F T U E T I X E . 


P n tn p lln .. S q u ash , M elon* hFid C ucum ber-* 
a r e A ll F lu m e d a n d C u ltiv a te d la A lm o st 
th e Slim e W a y . 
M elons, squashes anti the like succeed best on a 
warm . light, but rich soil. A light sandy soil well 
enriched Is. perhaps, nil things considered, the 
l*est. Sandy soils are rich In m ineral constituents. 
and fall to give good crops In time of drought only 
on account of their Inability to re tiln m oisture. 
Peat Which bas been com posted furnishes, at a 
low’ price, the organic m atter which retains m oist­ 
ure, and is serviceable In case of d ro u g h t; It Is 
not as liable to breed worms as barn m anure Is to 
destroy the vines; aud, by the addition of fine- 
ground phospha e. with potash salts and n itrate 
OI soda, the yield will be as large and of b etter 
quality th an if planted on heavier land and with 
barn m anure. 
These vines are rank feeders, and 
as their roots do not run deep, but wide, the m a­ 
nure applied should be well incorporated w ith the 
surface soil. 
SUO pounds fine ground phosphate, 
300 pounds m uriate ol potash, 
150 pounds n itrate of soda, 
well m ixed, and applied to an acre,and costing, at 
present w holesale m arket prices, about SIU. would 
be sufficient, w ith a favorable season, to ensure a 
profitable yield. 
The pum pkin is generally grown In connection 
w ith corn, occasionally w ith potatoes, and rarely 
or never alone. 
'I wo or th ree seeds are planted 
w Uh the corn In the hill or row, and thinned out 
to one afterw ards, the plants being left from six 
to eight feet apart. 
S q u a sh es. 
To procure squashes in perfection It Is im­ 
portant th a t good seed be procured. 
These a re ' 
planted in hills, about 8 x8 feet, an Inch deep,w ith 
five seeds in a hill. 
W hen the plants are i p and 
producing their rough leaves they m ust be tl.iuned 
OI tw o in each hill; draw earth from tim e tc tim e 
around the hills and as high about the plants as 
the seed leaves; when the right size top them . 
This should be done when th e plants have two 
rough leaves and when tile second Is about an 
Inch broad, having the first runner-bud rising at 
Us b a se ; tile sooner this is detached the soouer the 
plants acquire strength and put out fruitful runners. 
it is to be done in the following m anner: You 
will see arising In the centre of the plant, at tile 
bottom of tl.e second rough leaf, the end of tile 
first runner, like a sm all bud, which bud or ru n ­ 
ner, being the advancing top of the plant, Is now 
to be taken oil close, and may be done either with 
the point of a penknife or small scissors, or 
pinched off carefully with the finger and thum b; 
but w hichever w ay you take It off be careful not 
to go so close as to wound the joint from whence 
it proceeds. T he ground should be kept per­ 
fectly fr> e from weeds by frequent liocings. If 
the branches are vigorous aud long stretch them 
carefully over a level surface, and bury every 
fourth or fifth Joint. 
The objects of pinching or 
shortening the stein are th u s com pletely fulfilled 
w ithout any of the risk which atten d s (h a t opera­ 
tion, and with advantages peculiar to this m ethod, 
as whenever the plant is buried new roots are 
form ed for the better nutrition of the stem and 
the fruit. 
The squash bears m ale and female 
blossoms distinctly on the s mie plant. 
The latter 
only produce the fruit, which appears first lu 
m iniature, close under the base, even before tile 
flower expands, T here is never any In tile males, 
but these are placed in the vicinity of Hie females, 
and are absolutely necessary, by the dispersion of 
their farina, to Im p re c a te the fem ale blossom, 
Hie fruit of which will not otherw ise swell to Its 
full size, and the seeds will be abortive. 
As the 
fruit Increases in s z e place a fiat tile or slate 
under each, to protect it from tin* dam p of the 
ground. 
This will also assist the fru it to ripen by 
reflecting the rays of Hie sun. 
If allowed to re­ 
main on the vine alte r they are ripe they will lose 
much of their flavor. 
They should be cut, there­ 
fore, as soon as they begin to change, or, rath er, 
as soon as they begin to smell ripe. 
Melons of every kind. and cucum bers, m ay be 
cultivated as directed for squashes. 
They should 
be sown a t the sam e tim e aud a t sim ilar distances.

Tile 
experim ent stations were started for th e ir advan­ 
tage and for their Interest; th at they have not 
proved so Is the cause of w idespread d istru st, and 
it is only nec< ssary to mako an application to tho 
L egislature for aid for the experim ental station 
or the agricultural college to have this dem on­ 
strated. 
Of the whole num ber of fan n ers there 
are bu t few who see Hie station bulletins; most of 
them 
see

m annractnrers of fertilizers to show 
th at 
their

by the reports from the station. 
D ealers om it to 
state th a t the valuations as established by the 
stations are adm itted by them to be 20 per cent.

basis for com parisons of cost and com m ercial 
values of different brands offered In m arket when 
th eir analyses are know n.” M ost fan n ers do not 
know that these are estim ated, not actual, values, 
and consequently these fic titio u s valuations are 
to the general com m unity m isleading; when the 
tru th Is ascertained, the feeling of the consum er 
is th at he has been swindled 20 per eent., and th a t 
In the future he will purchase the raw m aterials 
and mix them to suit himself. 
Ile has lost confi­ 
dence, and the reputation and efficiency of the 
station are injured. 
“ W hen th eir analyses are know n.” 
W hen are 
thpy know n? The law provides th a t the m anufac­ 
tu rer shall put on every package the guaranteed 
analysis. 
It will be noticed on som e packages 
th a t they re a d : 
8 to IO per cent, phosphoric acid* 
2 to 4 per cent, potash. 
2 to 3 per cent, am m onia. 
V arying from 20 to l o o per cent. W hat Is the 
value of an analysis like th is? 
Is It fair dealing 
to offer such a one? 
W ould a m anufacturer of 
fi rtllizers purchase his articles on any such basis? 
No, he would ridicule any one w tiom aue him such 
a proposal, because he knows to the tenth of I per 
cent, the strength of the article he buys. 
The ob­ 
ject of the law was to protect the farm er, th at he 
m ight know w hat he bought, but the law Is like 
some fertilizers, of no value. 
T he bulletin states th a t the trad e values are 
about 20 per cen . higher than the average whole­ 
sale prices. 
Is this tru e? T aking only a few of 
the articles on the list we will see how those com­ 
p are: F irst, nitrogen Iii am m onia salts, 22 cents a 
pound by the bulletin. 
T he OH, P aint and D rug R eporter, published in 
New Y ork.April 15, In its quotations of chem icals, 
says: “ Sulphate of am m onia has been very quiet 
the past few days w ith 2 90 to 3 being the quo­ 
tations as to quan tity .” 
T aking tile highest 
price, three cents a pound, would m ake nitrogen 
cost in the form of am m onia salts 15 cents a 
pound, or seven cents a pound less titan the value 
put on it by the station, and the station value is 
over 40 per cent. instead of 20 per cent, above, as 
stated. 
N itrogen 
In n itrates Is valued in the 
bulletin at eighteen cents a pound, but can be ob­ 
tained In n itrate soda at tw o and an eighth cents a 
pound, or for uitrogeu $13 OO per pound, a differ­ 
ence of 32 per cent.

T here Is no danger th at nitrogen In organic m at­ 
te r will find purchasers in quantity at tw enty 
cents a pound, when they can purchase It In sul­ 
phate of am m onia for fifteen cents a pound, and 
Iii n itrate soda at thirteen and six-tenths cents a 
pound, which is SO per cent, cheaper in price and 
far better In quality than fish, even providing it 
was all fish, w ithout any leather. 
N itrogen In 
nitrates, or am m onia salts, acts w ithout deiav, 
but In Hie form of organic m atter it takes tim e, 
aud frequently years, before it Is converted. 
"Insoluble pie spheric acid will be reckoned at 
four aud one-half (4Va) cents, the cost of phos­ 
phoric acid in coarse m edium bones.” 
W ithout any doubt, nine-tenths of all the phos­ 
phate of lime used In the m anufacture of super­ 
phosphate of lime is in the form of C harleston 
phosphate, or ocher .similar phosphates, and these 
have a controlling Influence on the price of phos­ 
phoric acid in other form s. Now, according to the 
bulletin, the value of phosphoric acid insoluble iii 
fine ground rock phosphate is 2V# cents a pound. 
Why. then, add IOO per cent., and double its price 
in the valuation of fertilizers? 
lf it is assum ed 
th a t superphosphate Is m ade from bone black 
refu se— there 
is no doubt th at some is m ade— 
phosphoric acid in this form can be bought in 
quantity for less than 3Vg cents a pound. 
W hy, 
then, are these valuations fictitious, approxim ately 
estim ated, or atty but the tru e nam e applied?

No doubt m any of our cottou and 
woollen corporations would be glad to have their 
accounts m ade up for them in lids way, but for 
1 the fact th a t th eir custom ers would not settle un 
estim a ted or a p p ro xim a te accounts, aud have a 
faculty of scrutinizing and know ing w hat they 
buy. 
L ast year, notw ithstanding the high prices at 
which Hie trade values were Ditched by Hie exper­ 
iment si ati'ius, tile cost to Hie consum er exceeded 
tile e stim a ted a p p ro xim a te trade value, $C 50 
per ton. aud, on Hie specials, w as still more, aver­ 
aging $7 50 per ton.

In a state of natu re cows cive m ilk only fo r a 
lim ited lime, and this tim e has been m uch ex­ 
tendi d by m an’s art. 
But by forcing nature we 
have produced an anim al which is more liable to 
disease and accidents, and as a result the care and 
treatm ent m ust be im proved in proportion, In 
n ature few if any accidents or diseases are at­ 
tendant upon parturition, 
lf we have improved 
upon nature in some respects, we m ust see to it 
th at we m ake like im piovem ent in ail essential 
connecting points. D ifferent anim als of the sam e

how

partm Ilion a pow should be m ilked before drying 
off is an unsettled question. 
We keep cows for 
profit, and Hie longer we can Induce them , lim it­ 
edly, to hold out in their m ilk, ti e b etter we are 
satisfied.

Ii roaches, and the fred should be given with refer 
epee lo such tendency. 
The object Is to keen the 
bow els open and in a norm al state :#Mls result is 
attained i y feeding a leu roots—potatoes aro Hie 
best, I th in k — com m encing with about one quart 
per day aud gradually increasing to ten, tw elve, or 
even more.

approaches for her calving. 
I have nevi-ryet seen 
Hie necessity for adm inistering any medicine be­ 
fore calving; neither do I believe there is any, 
w here the cow is healthy and properly cared for. 
The cow should have m oderate exercise daily, and 
should never be w orried. 
If ut pasture she will 
get natural exercise. 
H er stall should be alw ays 
dry aud kept w< ll cleaned. 
I do not recom­ 
mend any interference, or Hie presence of any 
imitvidi! I Iii lier sight at calving, but the herds­ 
m an m ay be in proxim ity, unseen by tile cow, 
but w here lie can observe lier m ovem ents.

consider even this um ieeersary, w here previous 
conditions are norm al. 
W here one toot or leg 
only appears and the oilier Is doubled back, often 
a little assistance by pushing Hie ca f back ju st a t 
Hie right tim e and str.uuhleiiiug out Hie other leg 
will result in good, and may be done by any one 
of good judgm ent. A nything fu rth er than this 
belongs to the veterinary surgeon, 
if the cow is 
in health the placenta will come aw ay naturally, 
in the course of a lew hours at i.ost.

Hay tea may be substituted for milk, lf 
the calf Is raised, mixing a little larger portion of 
oat, barley or linseed meal M an with Me milk, 
gradually increasing its teed as the caff grows. 
Alw ays give the calf a clean, dry bcd and pen, 
w ith free air, w ithout exposure to storm s nr the lint 
sun. The longer you feed the calf milk, the belter 
the grow th, tip to six moiling or m ore; but usual,y 
the calf will gain its livelihood by grazing a tte r 
reaching the age of twelve or fonrteenw eeks.W ater 
should be supplied, so th at Mey may drink at 
p leasu re; and also, after tho can Is two or th ree 
w eeks old. a lum p of chalk and one of roc 
salt 
for ll to lick. 
lf scours occur, reduce Me feed for 
a tim e; fasting is better than drugs or m edicine.

U tilizing: A M u ck B od. 
I had a bed of muck underlaid with shell-m arl. 
Tile m uck was eight feet deep, and under It w ere 
tw o feet of shell-m arl, which analysis showed 
contained 80 per cent, of carbonate of lime.

could not drain the lot by a ditch w ithout going 
ten feet deep through slate for a length or ten rods. 
Even then Hie w ater would be discharged where It 
would be of no value for irrig atin g my land. 
I 
found, how ever th a t Hie place could be drained 
by syphon. 
The w ater could he drained through 
a two-inch lend pipe, and at a distance of tw enty 
rods it c> ulu be utilized lo Irrigate about ten acres 
of meadow. D uring Hie dry season I draw the 
w ater down, and in A ugust ami Septem ber we 
go 
in 
whit 
team s 
and 
take 
out 
from 
tw enty to titty cords of muck a day as long as we 
choose. 
Tile stuff then is as dry as a sand bauk ; 
Hie wheels do not cut into It, and the team can 
baul a full load of min k or m arl, which proves to 
be of great value applied directly to dry land or 
com posted with m anure from Hie horse or cow 
stables or from the sheep or pig pens, and I find It 
an excellent application for all crops. 
Each load 
tak en from the bed enlarges my reservoir for 
w ater, and several acres are greatly iuuiroved I*v 
Me flow during the warm , dry season.

w ater with a pum p on Me end of the discharge 
pipe and regulate the flow tty m eans of a faucet. 
F or straw berry culture or special vegetable g ar­ 
dening this w ater would be of great value.—[R ural 
New Yorker. 


Low Price of P otatoes. 
The low price of potatoes in E astern m arkets is 
somew hat of a surprise to our farm ers generally, 
and it will probably deter m any from planting 
very largely the present spilng. 
A year ago good 
seen potatoes sold readily In this city for $3 per 
bairn*!, and choice lots for fifty cents to SI m ore; 
but now they are slow of sale at a dollar per b ar­ 
rel, and in Me country Hie farm er is lucky who 
gets tw enty-live eent s a bushel at ills own cedar. 
In M aine the starch laciorm s an* paying sixty- 
elght cents a barrel delivered at Hie factory, and 
this is much b etter than sending to a d istan t 
m ark) t and assum ing li e* risk of m aking a sale at 
any pi ice. T he high [n tee iii potatoes in Un* spring 
of 1883 was very encouraging to those who m ake 
th is crop a specialty, as well as to the ordi­ 
nary farm er who only plants a few acres in 
order to have enough fi r bis own use and a few 
io spare for bis local m arket, and the result 
was M at a Utile more Man Hie usual area w. s 
devoted to this crop. 
The season proved to ne 
an excellent one ior potatoes, w ith plenty of ram 
to keep the plants growing, and com paratively 
few insects appealed. Tin* result was a very largo 
yield, and Me tu ors w ere of superior quality, 
with scarcely a sign of disease am ong Mein. 
T he 
wanter jus) past lias also 
Peen favorable for 
k* eplng pot aloes, it having been steadily (mid, 
but not severe enough to endanger til Im rs ’stored 
in m oderately warm cellars. 
Everything seems 
lo have combined to keep Me prices low and she 
supply la rg e ; and while w e an not attem p t to 
guess how m atters will stand in regard to potatoes 
a year hence, we Hunk It would be bad pokey for 
tai nu i s to 'greatly restrict ti e area usual 1\ planted 
with Ibis cion. as we bear th at many p moose to do 
this spring, 
it is quite natural M at those who 
I st money on their potato crop last season should 
feel ind u ed to try some other crop this year, in the 
hope of m aking good their loss; but, as a rule, ti e 
farm er who is c o n se n t y changing, with tin* idea 
of striking th e m arket just right, seldom lilts It, 
arni is quite likely to be just a season loo late for 
the highest and most rem uueiative prices. 
The 
potato is one o; our staple aud im portant crops. 
and, as a rule, is about as profit hie a one as farm ­ 
ers in the E astern Slates eau raise, because Hic 
cr * j i is too heavy and bulky to tran sp o rt any con­ 
st un bb* disquiet*; eons) qucntly Un* com petition 
lo the m arkets Is usually less active til.rn with 
grain, which is much cheaper to handle, besides 
being less liable to injury and decay. 
Tile farm er 
who can get filly cents a bu* bel for his potatoes, 
ami raise 200 to 400 bushels per ac e, lins cer­ 
tainly a lair margiiivfor profit, and we til ink his 
chances are better with this crop than wit Is corn 
at seventy-live cents to $1 a bushel, because 
a

larger 
num ber of 
bushels can 
lie 
raised on an equal num ber of acres, and the 
difference in cont of cultivation is very little. 
In 
raising a crop of potatoes it costs more for seed 
than with corn, ami Hie crop is a more I ulky and 
heavy one to handle; but Hie yl. id is generally 
double or quadruple, while the potatoes usually 
fetch nearly as much as corn iii the E astern m ar­ 
kets, with an occasional ex*-* oiiomtl year like the 
present one. 
The farm er- living rn ar our larger

Cows are now so high In price th a t it will pay to 
raise nice heifer calves for Hie dairy, provided 
they can be raised on skim m ed m ilk. 
T here Is 
frequently some difficulty iii doing so and have 
them alw ays do well, as the milk is not alw ays in 
tile right condition and suited to their digestion. 
M any who have only thoroughbred calves allow 
them to run with th eir dam s, The m ost healthful 
m ethod lo ssib le; but w ith the ordinary dairy 
cows this cannot be done. It will not [xiv to do It, 
and Me calf m ust be crow n on skim m ed milk if 
at all. 
Some are very successful In this, and 
others have difficulty. 
T he calves do not eat 
well, or 
they 
have the “ scours” or oilier 
troubles 
of 
Indigestion. 
A 
g reat 
portion 
of the difficulty may be removed by feeding only 
sw eet lunk In Hie beginning, and at a proper tem ­ 
perature. Those who have had much experience 
consider more tiequent feeding the g reat preven­ 
tative of disease. Mr. E. Burnet I of A lassebtisetts, 
an experienced dairym an, said at M e V erm ont 
dairym an’s m eeting Me difference betw een feeding 
calves three tunes a day amt tw ice a day m ight 
seem a small m atter, yet iii ins experience it ire- 
quently m ade the difference betw een the live calf 
aud a dead one. Calves allowed to run a t large 
wiili their dam s take th eir food at short intervals, 
aud therefore little at a tim e; or. even if they take 
it from the cow tvvic> a day,they are much longer iii 
getting th eir fin and get it Hie right tornperatureand 
In a more natural way. 
W hen tiiey are fed Hora 
the pail they take it very last and ve y little 
saliva is m ixed w liIi It to prepare it for digestion. 
Tile intervals uetweeti feedings are frequent ly 
fourteen hours, aud if Me calf gets 
a large 
quantity of milk not a t the right tem perature, 
and swallowing it in a few' m oments, no wonder It 
has indigestion or some oilier trouble. 
The only 
wonder is th a t so m any live through th at are 
treated this way. A b elter plan which Mr. B urnett 
suggests, aud widen has been tried by others w ith 
good results, is to feed the calf three ti inns per 
day, giving only the sam e milk th at would be 
fed in the other way, an d never to overfeed.

feeding 
after 
a 
long 
fast 
bas a 
very injurious effect on all anim als, and especially 
young ones, and if it does not kill them outright, 
will w eaken their digestion and do them ji- r- 
m im eut injury. 
Let those who have had trouble 
with their calves try th is way ot feeding three 
tim es, and take pains to have Hie milk at the 
right tem pei alu re aud never overfeed. 
Probably 
many calves th a t die suddenly, and. as Is sup­ 
posed, from unknow n causes, are the victim s of 
injudicious and overfeeding.

“Sphere of Woman.” 


I Baby in the Play— About Bonnets and 


Ribbons aud Other Things in Paris. 


Bow to Make Work-Dresses—Braids, 
Ribbons and Buckles. 


T tis a good thing and a m ost hopeful sign when 
filch words are spoken from the pulpit as Rev. M. 
I. Savage said last Sunday iii his serm on on 
‘W oman’s Sphere.” 
T he influence which the 
Minister exerts upou any question, w hether he lie 
is conservative as Rev. M organ Dix him self e ra s 
liberal and progressive as Mr. Savage, is alw ays 
som ething different from th a t which conies from 
any other source. 
He is supposed to be moved 
oniy by deep conviction of the rig h t or w rong of 
the question, to have no private intl rest to gain, to 
be unm oved by 
prejudice, and 
to tak e (hat 
view which be is convinced will be for the best 
good of the com m unity. T he audience w hich lie 
addresses is alw ays a sm aller one that) th a t which 
iisleus to those oilier public teachers, tim press 
and the platform ; but it has tile deepest confi­ 
dence lu him . 
And, therefore, when a m inister 
juts him self and ills influence so w liolesoulcdly on 
he side of progress, as did Mr. Savage, som ething 
s done tor the rem oving of conventional barriers 
h a t could n o t be done in auy other way. 


T he coinm on-sense view of the subject which 
Mr. Savage took in Ills serm on is one th a t m ust 
jom m end itselt to every oue, no m atter how much 
he disbelieves the statem ents. 
But w hat could be 
plainer than th at if a wom an has special faculties 
by gift of n atu re for th is, th a t or th e o th e r thing, 
she should go on and use them rath er than 
try to m ake herself useful In som e other w ay to 
which she is not adapted? T he m an alw ays m akes 
a failure Who 1ries to be a law yer or a farm er 
w hen nature intended th at he should be an artist 
o r a m usician, Then win expect a woman to be a 
good housekeeper when nature branded lier deep 
w ith the m arks of the journalist, tile m inister or 
tile physician? 


The world cannot hear too often such w ords as 
those of Mr. Savage’s: 
" It seem s to me, then, 
th a t right and justice and honor call upon man to 
m ake wom an ju st as free as him self to seek her 
sphere in precisely tile sam e way as him self, un­ 
hindered by any artificial obstructions and con­ 
trolled only as m an is controlled—by the inherent 
and eternal forces of ills own nature. 
W hen tills 
is done, I believe we shall hud iHat m an has lakeu 
one great forw ard step iii civilization.” 


F o r until it has moved along a good deal farth er 
than Un present position, the world will need to 
have repeated and re-repealed to It and dinned 
Into it-, ears th at fact, as true as tim e is long,.That 
a woman is in lier "sp h ere” only when she is 
w orking out the bunt anil the capacities of ber in­ 
dividual nature. Ami all wom en who c are in the 
least to have th is fact recognized, who care In the 
least to have “ woman*# sphere” m ade broader and 
easier iii general, no m atter how saiisiied they are 
w ith their own lives, owe Mr. Savage g ratitu d e for 
the bro al and ju st and sells.hie view lie took of 
m e question, aud the heartiness with which ho 
(Stew his influence on tile right side.

F or sensible people, w h o 'U ke con­ 
venient fashions, the p rettiest of all bonnets has 
been revived—th at m ade of black Chantilly Ieee, 
wni h can be worn from one end of sum m er to the 
other, and which Is adapted to all kinds of sum ­ 
m er w eather. Colored straw , fancifully trim m ed, 
will be worn more than last sum m er.

Colonel Theodore A. Dodge, U. S. A., lectured 
last night before tho H arv ard H istorical Society 
on the “ B attle of G ettysburg.” On Ju n e 9, 1863, 
Lee set out on his second invasion of P ennsyl­ 
vania. If H alleck bad 
given Hie word. H ooker 
m ight have advanced and cap tu red Richm ond. 
B ut 
he 
was 
afraid 
to 
leave 
W ashington 
uncovered, and Lincoln w as afraid th a t the arm y 
m ight be caught across Hie rivqr. On Ju n e 26 
. ooker had a olmuce to attack L**e’s re a r a t F red ­ 
erick, but H alleck did not allow him to carry out 
ins plan. and he resigned. July I the arm ies were 
around G ettysburg. M eade and Eweli stalled for 
the village ut G ettysburg a t the sam e time. M eade 
occupied Cem etery hill with one corps, and sent the 
others to Hie \ M age. Ewell fell In wit ti t he E leventh 
Corps, and after a fit roe engagem ent crusiied it. 
Cem etery hill was the m ost im portant position of 
the U nion finny. To G enerals Reynolds, H ancock 
and H ow ard belong the honor of having chosen 
the battleground of G ettysburg. T he C onfederates 
attacked the iii I both on til * right and left. Long- 
street attacked th e left, held by Sickles. Sickles 
had draw n up his troops, leaving Little Round Top 
in Ills rear open to the enem y. 
Hood h stencil to 
seize it. 
The F irst Union brigade rushed to de­ 
fend it. 
At the sam e tim e Ewell was attack in g 
the extrem e left. 
E vening found the Union side 
victorious. On J illy 3 Lee m ade a vigorous a ttack 
on the Union centre. 
In the afternoon Lee wats 
deicated in a general engagem ent. 
Tile next day 
fie began to re tre a t and Meade m ight have entirely 
destroyed ids ad v ersary ; but he rem ained w here 
he was aud guarded w hat he had won. Lee retired 
across the J' tnm ac on the lo th . 
Tile total Union 
loree was 84.0uo. the total Confederate 08,000 
men. The loss on each side was 23,000. 
M eade 
was a sound, practical soldier, but not a t all 
brilliant. 
Lee Is open to criticism . 
On July 2 tile 
attack s by L ongstreet and Ewell should have 
been m ade together, bu t each w aited for the 
oilier. 
It would have been still better for Lee not 
to tiave kep t up a long line of gut m iles around the 
bilk

ARTISTIC FURNISHING. 


Floors and Their C overings—Inlaid Floors— 


C arp ets-M a ttin g s—Art is a M atter of 


E ffects, Not of Materials. 


In the present article and a num ber of succeed­ 
ing ones, it Is proposed, under tile title of "A rtistic 
F urnishing,” to present a definite outline of the 
best results th a t nave followed tins revival of the 
decorative a rts, and to analyze th e details th at 
com bine to form the artistic whole. T he design is 
rat lu r to offer a few sim ple rules for general 
guidance 
lim n 
to 
Interfere 
with 
individual 
taste lo 
m inute 
p articu lars—not to indicate 
a royal 
road 
to 
the 
sum m it 
of flue 
art 
iii Hie decorating of our hom es, bu t 
ra th e r 
sim ple stepping-stones lur those who are likely to 
be left som ew hat behind In tho race for greater 
refinem ent of taste and a higher degree of culture. 
I t is not Intended to partlciunrlzc tho style* th at 
ut Hie moment of w riting may chance to be the 
most fashionable; Hie design is to suggest the es­ 
sentials of a schem e of p ractical artistic arrange­ 
m ent. 
A natural and compt eticnslve division of 
the subject would seem to be into, first, floors and 
their coverings; second, w alls and ceilings, with 
decoration, hangings, draperies for openings and 
upright surfaces; third, Im niture proper and its 
d e p o sitio n ; lourth. the care of furniture, etc.; 
and fin Ii, convertibility, or Urn practical evolution 
ut com m onplace t fleets lute artistic elem ents of 
furnishing. 
This division of tne subject we shall 
follow as ta r as practicable in consecutive articles. 
I . —F lo o rs a n d T l i d r C overing*. 
There are m any ways of treatin g the floor 
surface of a room, either hi p a rt or entirely, so as 
to avoid the necessity of carpeting the whole 
surface. 
T he cheapest way, if we h av en sound 
floor, is to paint or stain ii In tour or live coal* of 
d. rk color, ann then finish lf with shellac. C ire 
must be taken that th e groundw ork throughout is 
dark, so th a t sci .itches shah not show any light 
color miller, and th it tim e is allowed lur < ach suc­ 
ceeding cont to ha Mien and dry. 
Ii ibis work Is 
done well, it will last a long lime. 
ii oak-stam I* 
used, and It coil be bought ready mixed, ii is 
applied to lite floor with an ordinaly paint brush. 
I folic stain is no! d ark enough, w ail until Hie 
surface is quite dry am i give it a second coat; 
when dry, rub It with beesw ax and turpentine, 
applied wit ii a flannel. If a square carpet or rug is 
to be pinned down • ver the centre s ace, Hie floor 
needs only a stained or painted m argin, about two 
or thru* feet wide. But It the floors u:e (po punily 
laid to m ake it p ss lido to bring them to a good 
appearance by any s u c h superficial treatm ent, a 
parquet floor mirv be laid, oi wood carpeting put 
down. 
Wood carpeting is an invention especially 
designed tor those houses th a t are already built 
with floors iliai hardly present a respectable ap­ 
pearance lf simply stained or painted, 
ib is car­ 
peting Is made of well-seasoned aud kill.-dried 
nard woods, oui into strips one and an eighth to 
one and tin ec-eighth lindies wide and a q u arter of 
an inch thick, aud glued lo a heavy cotton drill. 
Tho wood is then planed and oiled, 
it roils up 
like an oilcloth, and can be laid by any good car­ 
penter, 
It can be pot down to look like ordinary 
flooring of one Kind of line wood. or laid witli fancy 
designs, centre pieces, etc. 
Tim standard goods 
iii wood carpeting are plain, straignt strips ut one 
wood alone, such as ash. oak or w alnut, or alter­ 
nate strips of different woods, 
'th e s e , a yard 
wide, sell ai $2 a yard. T he fancy styles sell by 
the square foot. from fifty cents to $1 50. 
H and­ 
some borders, iii various w idths am i styles, such 
as Gothic aud G recian, are also niaiffUacliired. 
The usu ii w idths lur borders are from live to ten 
niches, and sell Horn tw enty to sixte cents per 
foot. 
This flooring can be laid down in any room, 
over the boards. 
I lie cost is no inure t Int ii that of 
a handsom e carpet, 
lf there is a rug lur the cen­ 
tre ct the room, a border only of wood •arpct.ing 
need be laid. 
A m argin of not less than fifteen 
Inches—eighteen inches or two feel is b e tte r—wilt 
form a suitable finish, fitted to auy Irregularities 
iii the outline of the room. 
A nother way to settle tnis problem of floors, but 
an expensive one, is to have an inlaid or parquet 
floor. This parquet consists of the fitting together 
of narrow strips oi various hard woful*, c irefully 
grooved aud tongued, w ith a pattern, fo e designs 
for parquetry th at h i c most consistent will! the 
natural grain ct the wood aud f luffily of w orking 
it arc tim pleasantest to t$ak on. Oak. com bined 
w ith w alnut aud m ahogany, or red and white oak, 
are good. 
Black hindi, tne h eart aud sap oi the 
birch, one dark and Hie oilier liglu, m akes a good 
contrast of color. This, however, lacks the life 
of the oak and ash, which have more conspicuous 
grain, aud either one of which alone m ake a 
handsom e flooring, the design being sufficiently 
m arked by the natural fibre.

seem that every one w ho owns a house ought also 
to be the happy possessor of at least one parquet 
floor. 
For a bard-wood floor also, it Is advisable 
to use beeswax and turpentine. 
About a you .(I 
of beesw ax, thoroughly dissolved in three pints of 
turpentine, is Heeded. The m ixture should homily 
a trifle th ick er th an the clear turpentine. 
Apply 
It w ith a flannel to the surface of the floor, 
which should be perfectly clean. 
Tnt# is tho 
dfftreult part of the w ork, for if 
von put on 
loo much or too little, a good polish will bo Im­ 
possible. 
The right am ount varies, less being 
required for a h a rd ,close-grained wood, aud more 
if the wood is soft or open-g; allied. 
Even profes­ 
sional “ w axing” are som etim es obliged to experi­ 
m ent, aud novices should alw ays try a square 
toot or two first. 
Put on wha! you Hunk w ill bo 
enough, and leave th e place untouched and un­ 
stopped on for tw enty-four hours, st longer lf 
needful. 
W hen It Is thoroughly dry, rub ll with 
a h u d brush until It shines. 
If It polishes well, 
repeat the process over the entire tkmr, lf it does 
not. remove the wax with tine sand paper ann try 
again, using

necessary, and 
continue your ex­ 
perim enting 
until

If the m ixture is slow Iii drying, add 
a little of any of the common “d riers” sold by 
paint dealers, japan, for instance, rn tin* propor­ 
tion of one part of Hie drier to six parts of tu rp en ­ 
tine. 
W hen the floor i* a large one you may vary 
the tedious work of polishing tty strapping a brush 
to c ad i foot and skating over it. 
VY itn an inlaid 
floor one may be on the highw ay to happiness, but 
tile full m easure of content is only reached when 
to the floor we add some Persian rugs. 
But all 
tills involves much expense. 
This is true, but Hie 
expense IS once aud tor ail tune, for you m ust re­ 
m ember th at the floor will ^outwear half a thous­ 
and carpets, and that a really good rug is the 
most accom m odating thing In tho world, amt will 
live on to Hie third and lourth gen ration w ithout 
so much as a hint of growing old, or, rather, as 
age comes on, It only adds to it* beauty, 
T here are very good “dom estic P ersian” rugs, 
as they are called ; 
they are less ti.an half the 
m ice of the im ported article, and are durable. 
These rugs arc m anufactured chiefly alter Indian 
and Persian designs, aud some of them arc so 
handsom e th at. like their prototypes, they accord 
with noble apartm ents aud rich furniture. 
Re­ 
versible Sm yrna rugs or can ad a are also m ade in 
this country. 
A nother serviceable rug Is made of 
the ravellings of fine carpels. 
T here is, ot course, 
no set p attern , but a pleasant m ingling or hues, 
and the texture m akes it agreeable to Hie tool, 
though they are, perhaps, more suitable as a rug 
over m atting In sum m er than as a sole depend­ 
ence In w inter on a hard-wood floor.

Of course rugs aru dust-m akers and dust-holdcrs 
as well, but the advantage is tu a t they can he 
easily moved and shaken w henever it is thought 
necsssry, .iud w ithout occasioning auy ex tra labor 
to speak of, w hereas taking up a carp et is so 
troublesom e an affair th a t it is seldom done m ore 
than once a year. 
T n t large g h ees of furniture 
in our rooms stands against ti.u walls, the sofa, 
th e plauo-rorics. th e slde-boards, Hie book-cases; 
they do not need carpet under them ; the carpet 
on

It should bo understood 
th at unless It be a table In the centre of the room, 
no heavy piece of furniture is to rest on the rug, 
blit that it is to be free to go out and shake itself 
w henever Hie housem aid w histles to it. But carpet 
covering every Inch of floor will alw ays hold iii) 
own in some houses, w here tho M istress insists

For this person who 
objei ts to the polished floor and oriental carpet, 
there is th e com fortable assurance th a t .Carpets 
are b etter in de at present than ever before. 
Ot late years th ere lias been a great Im prove­ 
m ent in tho Ut signs of alt carpets, from Hie most 
expensive VY Ilion to Hie cheap tugrulu. Some of 
the best English csrpets are as Huck and s u tta s 
m e best of Persian m ake. C arpets should be se­ 
lected with great carefulness as to quality, th a t 
they m ay I .st long, or until you have your floor 
of parquetry or wood carpeting, and, as to pattern , 
that it be not such as will soon become wearisom e 
to the eyes.

Mr. D euster of W isconsin gave notice of an 
am endm ent which he proposed to offer when the 
bill was open for am endm ents, providing th at 
after J n'y I, 1884, no duty sh iii be levied on raw 
m aterial consum ed by the people of the factories, 
and addressed the H ouse hi support thereof. 
Mr. McMillan of Tennessee argued in favor of 
the bill. 
Mr. Cox of New Y ork said he had no tim e to 
reply a t length to Mr. Eaton. 
He could not resort 
to vile attack s upon his own party and win Hie 
applause of the other side, and thereby secure 
tim e for extended rem arks. (T his was au allusion 
to the fact th at Mr. M iller of R ennsylvanla yielded 
his hour for an extension of Mr. E aton’s rem arks 
yesterday.) Mr. Cox said he had alw ays regarded 
M r.Eaton as em inently national ana was surprised 
yesterday to hear his sectional utterances, in­ 
tended only to excite prejudices against certain 
portions of the U nion. 
H e condem ned the cry 
against the influx ot pauper labor, and said It 
sounded strange iii this country, which claim ed to 
be tho asylum for the distressed of every country. 
Ile then paid lits respects to Mr. E aton’s argu­ 
m ents, claim ing that protection for protection was 
robbery. 
Mr. E aton, ho said, w as too ardent in 
his n atu re to recognize any bantling but ids 
own. 
M r.T erry Belm ont of New Y ork favored the 
passage of the bill. 
He said th a t the Dem ocratic 
H ouse of R epresentatives was undertaking to carry 
out by legislation w hat the adm inistration of 
P resident A rthur was doing through the use of 
the treuty-m akiug power. 
He cited the reci­

as the rates of A m erican wages w ere concerned, 
w hat difference it m ade w hether an article was 
adm itted free hy legislation or treaty ? The fact is 
th at freer commerce, w hether by treaty or legisla- 
tion,assisted labor by diversifying its em ploym ent. 
He also cited m essages of the P resident and re­ 
ports of the secretary of the treasury hi favor of 
tariff reform, and reierred especially to Secretary 
Frellngliuyseu’s letter of A pril 26, respecting the 
consular and diplom a ic appropriation bill, in 
w hich the secretary said: 
“ w ith a pioduction 
greater than we eau consum e,.it is vitally im­ 
portant to sustain a sufficient 
and well-com­ 
pensated consular and diplom atic service.” 
Mr. Chase of Rhode Island replied to a rem ark 
m ade by Mr. H urd to the effect I Gat three hundred 
people at Q utuinck, IL I., were til danger of starv­ 
ation, and had to be supplied with food i y charity. 
lie said the null In which those people were 
employed had stopped work, and if the Demo­ 
crats succeeded, m any more would stop, aud there 
would be real danger of starvation. 
Mr. M iller of Pennsylvania made a speech to 
show th at protection and prosperity had gone 
hand in hand In the en tire history of the country. 
Mr. Cox of New York, referring to Mr. K ellv’s 
picture of female labor in E urope, said there w ere 
m anufactories in Philadelphia w here A m erican 
widows w ere forced to rise a t 5 a. in. aud leave 
nursing children hi homes urovlded by charity, 
ll this was the Philadelphia plan of protection, lie 
did not w ant to tux 50.600,000 people lo support 
it, but would open the m arkets of the world to the 
products of Am erica. 
Air. Vance ot North Carolina advocated the bill, 
and favored a distribution of a portion of the su r­ 
plus revenue for educational purposes. 
Mr. Hohletzell of M issouri quoted Madison and 
Jefferson to show m a t Hie pow er to protect indus­ 
tries rested iii aud should som etim es be exercised 
bv Congress. He favored extending the free list, to 
Include ail articles th at entered into tho general 
consum ption of Hie laboring people, or cutting 
down to the lowest lim its tis duties upon them , 
and fixing the highest rates upon the luxuries of 
the riel), 
Mr. Springer argued th at the tariff commission

How She Horsewhipped Highway Robbers 
aud Silenced Saucy Passengers.

A t t l e b o r o , M ay 3.—"W ill you have a c a r­ 
riage. sir?” 
The query cam e from the lips of a tall, m uscular 
woman, 
who 
stood 
upon 
the platform of I 
the railw ay 
station 
iii 
tiffs 
village. 
Tile j 
salutation was an ordinary out' a t 
such a 
place, 
tint 
it 
sounded 
strangely, 
coming 
from the lips ot a woman. 
But lo th e residents of 
tiffs village Bolly M artin lias for m any years been 
a fam iliar figure about the streets aud at the 
railw ay station. 
T he residents of other portions 
of the town, too, have long been fam iliar w ith ber 
face and form. 
"F o r how many years, Mrs. M artin, have you 
followed your vocation?” was asked by Hie re­ 
porter. 
“ Well, I iiave been driving a carriage now about 
six or eight y ears; I c a n i d the m ail to South and 
W est A ttleboro, you know, before th a i. 
I com-. I 
m eneed to drive Hie mail waggon, wel , I don’t i 
know ju st when, but it was before Hie w ar—I 
think In about 1800. 
I drove It sixteen years and 
five m onths." 
"Y ou have had some strange experiences in that 
tim e?” 
"W ell, I had some adventures, th a t’s a fact. 
It 
seem s like a long tim e to look back on, and I 
w ouldn’t want to co through iv again. 
I was 
about iii all w eathers, hot and cold, wet and dry. 
it was pretty tough som etim es, iii the winter, I 
can tell you.” 
“ Did you ever m eet with any trouble by the 
w ay?” 
N ever bu t once. to am ount to anything. 
T here 
was one time, about fen years ago. th a t a gang of 
men tried to stop me. 
I w asn’t on my usual 
route th at night. 
You see, it was a T hanks­ 
giving night. 
Mr. Anderson, the m inister at 
th e M ethodist church, was over lo his sister’s, In 
Hie 
Read 
and Ide 
neighborhood, 
spending 
T hanksgiving, and he w anted me to rom e round 
(hat 
way w ith my 
mail, 
aud carry 
him 
home. 
It was a pretiv cold night and dark as .a 
pocket, but I was going along ill right, when I 
overtook a gang of about live or six men, standing 
by the side of the road. One of them called out 
and asked which of the roads led to Mel ronvtlie. 
I pointed out Hie road to him amt went right on. 
I had tiffs sam e little horse with me that I am 
driving now ; lie is 27 or 28 years old. 
Olio of the 
men stepped into Hie m iddle of the road and 
C a lle d on XIe to S to p . 
I had a w hip in 
my hand m ade of th ree 
branches of appl -tree braided. 
It was stout and 
tough. 
I struck th e borne on the flank, aud Just 
then Hie m an gave a spring and grabbed the back 
strap anc! Hie reins. I struck the horse again, and 
he sprang forw ard, dragging Hie m an along, 
fie 
Clung 
to 
the 
harness 
aud 
Hie 
reins. 
and 
tried 
to pull 
them 
out 
of 
my 
hand, 
ail 
Hie 
tim e 
trying 
to 
get 
into Hie wagon. 
Ho got one foot o u tlie step aud 
went hopping along on the other. 
I pounded nim 
iii Hie face will) Hie stick until lite blood ran 
down, ail I every limn the stick struck Iiiin It 
stru ck the horse loo; so ho kept along at a brisk 
trot, and I kejit pounding the fellow ’s lace. 
By 
and by Ids fool caught in the wheel and lie fell on 
his back, and t he wheels rail over his l e g s . ” 
“ lie didn’t get into tim wagon, th en ?” 
“ W ell, I guess not. 
lie had tackled tho wrong 
custom er th at tim e,” 
“ That was quite an adventure. 
Is th a t tho only 
tim e you w ere troubled?” 
“ T h at’s Hie only tune any one attem p ted to stop 
me. 
I have broken down a good many tim es, hut 
th at wa* nothing; I could mend up easy enough. 
I have been through some pretty big sn o w d rifts, 
though. 
Many a tim e I have carried a shovel ami 
got out and dug the horse out of Hie drifts. 
I re­ 
m em ber once th at I got into a big drift which 
filled the road. 
Besides the mail I had a num ber 
of heavy express packages on.” 
“ You ran an express, to o .m e n ? ” 
“ Oh. yes I 
I have carried everything, from a 
collar to an engine. 
Bul, as I was saying, when I 
struck th a t drift I saw the horse couldn’t diag 
th at load and me too. 
So I got out, and took to 
the top of the wall. T he horse kept the road all 
right, and I w alked on top of Hie wall for a q u ar­ 
ter of a mile or m ole, until we got out of the 
d rlit.” 
“ W hat wa9 your route?” 
“ I took the mail at the post office hero, and 
drove up through F arm er’s, and right through by 
the null, 
F a i l i n g t h e G r a v e y a r d 
to South A tlletioro. 
T here I left the bag and my 
express packages. 
Then I drove up over Red 
Rock hill to Oldtown, w here I left another mail at 
N ew ell's tavern. 
I carried th a t m ail In a box. 
Tnen I drove round through F arm er’s again, and 
so home. 
It was about eignt m iles In all.” 
“ Did you carry tel graph m essages as well as 
the m all and express?” 
"Y es, I have carried telegraph m essages ever 
since the telegraph office was opened here, and I 
carry them now in connection wit ii my hack busi­ 
ness. 
I have carried a great deal of express m at­ 
te r-s o m e pretty heavy packages. 
Once I carried 
a corpse. 
It cam e by Hie train In care of the 
sexton, and was to go to Hie graveyard at South 
A ttleboro. 
Tile sexton went w ith me. 
The box 
was pretty long, and projected out of the rear of 
the wagon sem e distance. It w as a kind of a 
d ark, storm y night. 
W hen we got to Hie grave­ 
yard we drove through it over to the back side, 
and unloaded tile box. 
“ Did you see any ghosts?” 
*"No ghosts. W e drove right off after leaving 
the body.” 
“ You have carried money and valuable pack­ 
ages often, I suppose?” 
“ Oh! yes, m any a tim e. One night a man gave 
me §00(5 in gold tied up in a salt bag to carry, 
and I tnrew It into the bottom of the wagon. 
lie 
thought I was m ighty car less, but there couldn’t 
anybody get th a t bag, for ll was rig h t close to my 
feet. 
I should like to St e any one try to get it 
aw ay from me. 
He would have a good job.” 
“ Did you carry any w eapons?” 
“ I carried a revolver several years, but I never 
used It. 
I had it with me when th a t man tried to 
stop me, hut I didn’t w ant to shoot him .” 
"Y ou have carried a good m any passengers, I 
presum e.” 
“ Yes, i used to carry a good m any in the m ail 
w agon—som etim es as m any as live or six together. 
I have 
C u r r ie d A ll Wort*. 
Some have been so drunk th a t they had to lie 
down on th e ir backs in Hie bottom of Hic wagon. 
B ut drunk as they w ere, no one ever spoke q rude 
word to me, except on th a t one occasion. 
My 
husband took care of the business here Iii the 
village and I drove the mail and express wagon. 
I got §134 a year for laking Hie m ail to South 
A ttleboro, aud §50 year for O ldtown. 
A fter my 
husband 
died, 
I 
gave 
up 
driving 
the 
m ail, and w ent into 
my 
present 
business. 
But I kept up my telegraph m essage delivery, aud 
I shall as long as I eau. 
I have done outdoor 
w ork so long I don’t think I should feel contented 
to do anything else. 
I suppose It seem s queer to 
see a woman drive a carriage, but we muse all get 
a living in some way.” 
Those wile know M rs. M artin best say th a t she 
is even braver than she will adm it. 
It is related 
th a t on one occasion, she was accosted by tw o 
m en on loot, who begged a ride. 
They were 
rough looking, and Hie night was dark, but she a t 
once reined up and said: 
"Ju m p in. Jump in.” 
She left Hie men a t the grocery store In which 
is the post 
office, and after she had driven 
aw ay, 
one of tile men a sk e d : 
“ Who is that, anyw ay?” 
“ T h at is Mrs. M artin,” was th% reply. 
“ You can’t m ake me believe th a t,” was the 
rejoinder. “ H e’s 
dressed like a w om an, but I 
know its a m an. 
No woman w o u d tak e us in 
like th a t.” 
Upon another occasion M rs. M artin had a lady 
passenger I ii h er mail wagon. T he night was 
dark, Hie way lonely aud Hie lady tim id.

Pros0 8 Cts for the Peach Crop. 
“ N othing positive can yet be said about the 
peacli crop,” said Hic largest receiver of D elaw are 
peaches in the city. 
‘ M ost of the D elaw are 
peaches th a t come to Boston are grown jn a sec­ 
tion of country about ten miles In w idth, extending 
perhaps 150 m iles north and south along the 
Philadelphia, W ilm ington and Baltim ore division 
of the Bennsylvatila railroad. 
All the peaches in this section are still liable to 
be affected by frost, those a t the southern end of 
the road by the first Ona thai com es, and those 
farth er north by any unusually late frost. 
The 
late frost is far more to be dreaded, for the crop iii 
Hie southern secilon, owing to th" poverty of the 
soil, Is not as valuable as m at from the northern 
d istrict. 
The poverty of the soil is shown by the 
h eig h t of the trees, those iu the sim U ttju d istrict * 


averaging perhaps ten feet ai height; those fa r­ 
th er north m e Hilly twice th at height. 
Ti e s o* 
lion I refer to Ii, s a" lit lo east of tho central por­ 
tion of the state. 
Tile peaches raised fart lier

An hour afterw ard one S iivatoro M isdea, a 
C alabrian soldier of th e N ineteenth Infantry, 
stole quietly from bed, took lits gun and a hun­ 
dred M in d s of cartridge*, aud stationed him self 
a t the door of the barrack. Ile piled Hie cartridges 
on a bench, loaded his m usket, aud, kneeling 
down, bogan to fire upon every Plodm ontese aud 
Lom bard soldier in sight. The .first shot brought 
down the sergeant who had stopped the w arfare 
of words, 
ii" fired as rapidly as possible, every 
shot either killing or w ounding a com rade. 
Tim sleeping regim ent was aroused. 
As fast as 
the soldiers sprang Bom their belts they w ere siiot 
down. 
Tile regim ent was panic-stricken. 
Tile 
graduates who Dished for Hic door and tried to 
corral Hie hum an tiger were shot dead. Tho re­ 
m ainder of Hie soldiers sought shelter in their 
rooms. M isdea then entered the room s oue after 
the other, killing and wounding all bu t the Cala­ 
brese; 
From Hie windows of each room lie would 
shoot down t lie soldiers outside. In one room half 
a dozen soldiers had crowded under their beds. 
They caught tho Infuriated mail by the legs as lie 
entered an d pulled him to the floor. 
A lthough lie 
fought like a tiger, ids gun was taken from him 
and ills hands w ere tied behind him. 
He hit and 
scr«it< lied all who carne near him. and he was 
finally gagged. 
M eantim e tile barrack was filled 
with terror^ A ffrighted soldiers sprung from the 
windows, breaking legs aud arm s, and the place 
echoed w ith the cries of the wounded. 
Smoke 
filled everv room. Tile walls w ere furrow ed by 
bullets and blood was everyw here seen. Six men 
were killed outright and five w ere m ortally 
wounded. 
They were all natives of Lom bardy 
ami Piedm ont an d 'o f good fam ilies. 
The C alabrian was neither drunk nor crazy. 
He recognized his countrym en while shooting, 
shouting: “ D on’t be afraid. 
You a te Calabrese. 
I ’ll not shoot you." 
Seeing a young conscript 
quaking with fear, he cried: ‘ K eep quiet. You’re 
only a conscript. 
I won’t h u rt you.”

rested lie snarled like a tiger, and kep t it up Hie 
whole night. G eneral M ezzacapo questioned him 
before lie vvas im prisoned,

fun of the C alabrese. 
Before joining the regim ent 
M isdea was a 
brigand. 
Hu has often boasted of his deadly ex­ 
ploits to his com rades.

fie haled m ankind, and th at he loved no one—not 
even his m other. 
lh* is 21 years old, red-headed, 
and has high cheek bones. 
He w as sent to the 
prison at Castel del Nuevo.

EFFECTIVE ABATTIS. 


The Terrible Charge to Carry 
the Works. 


Grant’s Difficulties and Sct-Ratks in the 


Capture of Holly Springs. 


Prices of Provisions in the Confederacy 
During the War. 


TM. Quad In Detroit Free Press.] 
One of tile severest blows G rant received in any 
of Ms campaigns was the capture of Holly springs 
just as lie was prepared to make it the base for a 
grand movement against the Western Confederate 
army. For weeks and weeks he had been collect­ 
ing forage, provisions and munitions of war at tho 
Spring, and Hie garrison c insisted oi 1800 men 
nude: Colonel Murphy. This force was consid­ 
ered all-itowerfuj, as reinforcements could be hur­ 
ried in at a moment’s notice, and the only fear was 
from small bodies of Conledera e cavalry. 
Van Dom went quietly to work about the mid­ 
dle of December—it was in 1802—to consolidate 
all detached commands, and on the 20th lie had a 
force of cavalry numbering at least 2,000. His 
movements were closely watched by Federal Rples 
and wiien General Grant became satisfied that 
Holly Springs was lilt* point aimed at he notified 
Murphy to be on Ids guard against an attack, it 
Is not clear whether this Federal colonel was a 
coward or an idiot. Ile had at least sixteen hours 
in which to prepare for the attack, but lie made no 
movement beyond te egrnphiiig Grant to burry up 
reinforcements. Not a street was barricaded, not 
a defence thrown up, no official order transmitted 
to the men. 
Soon atter daylight, on the morning of the 22d, 
the Confederate advance dashed iuto the town 
and brought up at the railroad depot. Here was 
a guard of Dis Federals, and although seeing that 
they were overpowered ten to one, they made a 
hot little fight to save the depot, and had twenty 
men killed before (hey surrendered. 
Had all the 
Federal infantry been stationed bere, the depot 
and its trains, at least, would have been saved. 
There was one long train, loaded with bales of 
Colton, and these would have made ail excellent 
hreaslwoi k for at least BOO meu. 
As soon as the Confederates had possession of 
the depot their regiments came charging In by 
every highway. The remainder of the Federal 
infantry was of no use, because broken up into 
detachments. Most of the cavalry iii the towu | 
was Illinois troops. The men were anxious to i 
barricade the streets and tight, Put hi|d orders | 
from Murphy not to do so. 
When Van Dorn’s 
mea swarmed iii these Illinoisans stood 
H olding T h e ir ll.irae* 
until entirely surrounded. 
Then, when called 
tipi n to stint lidt r, a:,d with no regimental officers 
to lead them, seven or elgtit companies drew 
sabers aud cut their way clean out aud got safely 
away. 
As soon as the captured Federals were paroled 
Van Dorn l ogan to look for greenbacks. There 
were scores of cotton buyers In the town, together 
w ith many settlers aud speculators. These men 
were gobbled up one after another and taken to 
•headquarters, where each one was ordered to 
“shell out.” About lift)’ gold watches, a dozen 
diamond pins, aud about $123,000 iii greenbacks 
were gathered iii from private individual. Over 
lolly cars at the depot were loaded with codon 
belonging to Federal speculators, and every bale 
was consumed, along with the trains aud depots. 
In addition, 2000 bales were piled up iii the town, 
and it made a eland bonfire. The Idea was to 
cripple G rant’s Intended movement by destroying 
his stores, and the work was done iii a thorough 
manner. What the Confederates did not wish to 
carry away tiiey gave to the flames, aud at no 
other time during the war did Hie torch had such 
a rich harvest. Every locomotive aud ear—every 
bale of cotton—every store-house—every forage 
pile—every public building made a bonfire. G rant 
had taken possession of scores of buildings aud 
filled them with medical and quarterm aster stores. 
On the vacant lots lie had piled up sugar, meat, 
coilee, rice, molasses, beans aud bales of hay aud 
sacks of oats. Not a hundredth part could be 
taken away, and Hie rest must be destroyed. 
Buildings lilied with ordnance stores were set 
rn fire, and there were several explosions which 
wrecked houses two squares distant. 
One Min­ 
ored aud twenty-two barrels of powder were 
stored Iii one building, and when this explosion 
Souk place men halt a mile away were 
K o v rk e d It own bv th e Concussion. 
The destruction Included 2,000,000 cartridges, 
6000 muskets, 3000 sabers, 2300 revolvers, 95,- 
000 uniforms, 11,000 barrels of flour, $1,000,000 
worth of medical stores, $500,000 worth of sut­ 
ler's stores, $800,000 worth of ordnance stores, 
$1200 worth of quarterm aster and commissary 
stores not Included in the abhve, 400 horses, 
eighty-four 
army wagons, twenty-two ambu­ 
lances. a battery of field pieces, and enough to 
bring the total loss of the Federal government up 
to over $7,000,000, 
Grant knew that Van Dom would attack, but he 
felt confident that Murphy could beat him off. 
He, however, forwarded reinforcements, but the 
troops reached Holly Springs to find the place in 
ashes and the confederates gone. In his official 
report Grant gave Murphy aud his officers a re­ 
buke which followed them until the last one 
resumed his commission, and the rank and file, 
willing to fight had they been perm uted, were 
■ told that their conduct lu accepting paroles could 
mot be justified.

Ix*t telegraph wires be strung: from tree to 
tree or post lo post, as was sometimes done, and 
unless the attacking party bring axes their dead 
will be piled up iLnee feet deep all along Hie wire 
Settees. 
At Soott Sylvania there was a slashing In front of 
thai point on Lee’s lim s called the Horsehoe. The 
bulls oi Hie fallen trees were towards the works— 
their sharpened limbs toward Grant. Confeder­ 
ates stationed iii this Horseshoe killed an average 
of ten Federals each. Au abattis near Lost Moun­ 
tain, during Sherman’* Georgt i campaign, aided 
a force of BOU Co feller.ties to defeat a movement 
made by a Fedeial foiee of 
44oO utero 
At 
Fietierlcksburg the stone walls were an abattis 
and cvuiu nut be passed. At Gettysburg Han­ 


cock’s position was made Impregnable by such 
walls. At second Bull Hun ev ry position on 
either side covered by walls or fences was held to 
the last. A creek live feet wine aud six inches 
deep would not stop the wanderings of a child, 
hut it has more than once halted a division aud 
held It under such a fire that whole companies 
were wiped out.

While 
the old sailor was occupied with his incan­ 
tations lie was observed by one of the ship’s boys, 
who immediately rushed into the forecastle and 
informed the men that "Batsey” was on the fore­ 
castle head, engaged in a diabolical attem pt to 
charm up a head wind. 
Intense Indignation took 
possession of the men. Curses were heaped upon 
ins head, and some of the bolder ones proposed 
throwing the objectionable wizard overboard. 
He had committed a sin which his shipmates 
could not forgive. Aud yet the same men had a 
short time previously expressed themselves as 
firmly of the belief that whistling or any other 
action on the part of mortals could have uo effect 
whatever upon Hie wind.

I believe you are foe Jonah of this ship!” 
Jack Has a peculiar way of measuring time. If 
lie ships on the 15th of August he imagines that 
his first month of labor Is completed on the 14th 
of September, lit* holds that from the I fit Ii of 
August to Hie 15ih of September Is one month 
and one day, aud no amount of argum ent or 
figures will convince him to the contrary.

Some iii the 
ignorant natives and men who have shovelled this 
fertilizer assure Jack that Ills opinion Is the cor­ 
rect one, and with (his weighty backing he con­ 
siders himself Justified in defying the opinion of 
the scientific world. 
A S ailo r's S tyle o i Expressing* H im self 
is as peculiar as his mode of reasoning. He is 
very much given ta profanity, but his oaths are 
different from those iist*^ by landsmen, 
ills 
curses are usually directed toward the eyes of Hie 
person who has aroused his indignation. He will 
curse his own eyes with the same energy with 
which he calls down anathemas upon those of his 
enemies. The fact that anHnaniniate object which 
has drawn upon itself Ills displeasure does not 
possess organs of sight will not prevent him from 
earnestly cursing Us eyes. 
When foe sailor de­ 
sires to request a fellow-being to go to a certain 
very hot climate lie does not • say, “Go t o ----- 
He prefers the expression, “Get to 
out of 
thisl” Nearly every one of Jack’s favorite oaths 
has some strange peculiarity about it. He doe< 
not indulge la profanity to a very great extent 
during ills hours of relaxation. 
It is during foe 
fury of the gale, when all his exertions are needed 
Iii taking in sail, that the sailor conies out strong­ 
est with his oaths. At such a time he seems to 
consider ii his duty to curse. The roar of pro­ 
fanity which arises 
from a yard-arm full of 
sailors engaged 
iii 
frantic 
efforts 
to 
furl 
a heavy sail Is sometimes nearly enough to 
drown foe 
howlings of the tempest. 
At such 
times every one on board ship, from the captain 
down to the cabin-boy, curses. Even steward­ 
esses of acknowledged respectability have been 
heard Indulging iii tin* genuine sea oaths. Yet 
with all ins superstitious prejudices the sailor lias 
never appeared to have any fears that Indulgence 
In profanity, even in times of imminent dauge>‘, 
might bring down some misfortune upon his 
iiead. 
Some sailors indulge iii Hie expression 
“Strike mo lucky.” Other seamen have been 
known to condemn tills imprecation as calculated 
to tempt Providence, besides being iii very bad 
taste. It is perhaps needless to state that these 
critics were men who indulged to a shocking 
extent in other forms of profanity. 
There is a technical name tor everything on 
board ship. but foe sailor has succeeded iii invent­ 
ing corruptions for many of arose terms. Instead 
of saying “abaft” lie prefers to say "beaft,” and 
“forust” 
does 
duty 
for 
“forward 
of.” 
The proper term for ail Implement used in 
cleaning the decks is “squegee,” hut Ibis is usu­ 
ally known t o the sailor either as a “screegee” or 
“ scootagee.” 
The carpenter Is spoken of as 
“Chilis," while Hie lord of foe galley has his title 
added to his Chitsiian name. lf his name hap­ 
pens to be Joseph he is known as "Joe, the 
cook.” Ko other functionary on bourd shit) bas 
Ids title used in connection with his name on 
ordinary occasions. The captain is invariably 
K now n us tho “Old M un.” 
To each sailor's*Christian name Is prefixed either 
the name of tho port from which he halls or an ad­ 
jective expressive of some peculiarity of his. 
lf a 
sailor coming from Liverpool Is named Jam es his 
shipmates are apt to speak of him as “Liverpool 
Jim .” Jack often speaks of his bunk as his 
“pew,” and when about to 
retire 
expresses 
his 
determination 
to 
“turn Into 'bis iiew.” 
'Die officers frequenty speak of an old-sallor as a 
“ whale.” A drunken man is described as being 
about “three sheets iii the wind,” because his 
im Hon then somewhat resembles the staggering 
movement of a shill w hich has been forced by a 
gale to shorten her sail to three sheets of canvas. 
Many of foe expressions, however, which tho 
ideal sailor is popularly supposed to use are obso­ 
lete. The stage sailor calls bis wife bis ••figure­ 
head.” and speaks contemptuously ot landsmen 
as “land-lubbers” and “swabs.” The real sailor 
never uses these exj resslons In the senses re­ 
ferred to. He speaks of being married as “getting 
spliced” or “getting switched,” and women he re­ 
gards affectionately as "Hie .Indies.” When lie 
wishes any one to move lie requests him to “slew 
round.” 
On sailing vessels, ns a rule, the captains and 
officers express themselves In a manner similar lo 
that of the common sailor. On meu-of-vvar, how­ 
ever, foe superior officers use more elegant lan­ 
guage and leave the common terms to toe boat­ 
swain and oilier petty officers. An officer who 
Had obtained nearly ail of his knowledge of navi­ 
gation from books was 
< nee 
superintending 
tho hauling home of the maintops*!! sheet when 
its progress was suddenly checked. 
Calling a 
seaman, the officer gave him Hie following Older: 
“ My man. ascend Hie shrouds aud proceed out­ 
ward until you gain the starboard extremity of 
foe main yard. Ascertain the cause or causes 
which impede the main sheet." 
“ Aye. ave, sir,” replied the sailor, who rushed 
lip the rigging until the malnyard was reached. 
Here he paused arni gave himself up to reflection. 
it was quite evident that he did not understand.foe 
officers order. The boatswain’s mate approached 
Hie officer and, touching his hat, said: “ I fear, sir. 
foe man did not understand your order; bad I not 
better give It to bim iii language which lie can 
understand?” The officer gave his sanction to the 
proposition, and the boatswain’s mate exclaimed: 
“Here, von soup-swillmg son of a sea-cook, lay 
out o n Hie stat board yard-arm and see what In 
the flames of blazes is foe matter with the top-all 
sheet.”

Each 
with a spigot was placed on strong rests some­ 
what similar to a saw-horse. 
In a short time 
three men entered, aud one of them proceeded to 
unlock the box, the sides of which at once fell 
apart, disclosing a very compact and sohd-looking 
engine, foe steam for which 
was conducted 
through 
a 
pipe 
leading 
to 
one 
of 
the 
boilers 
In 
Hie 
cooking 
tent, 
while 
the 
oilier two brought a large tub, which they 
laid on 
tile 
ground and nearly 
filled with 
filtered 
water 
drawn 
from 
one 
of 
the 
tanks. A steel lemon-squeezer was then attached 
to two lion arms of Hie engine, and a very worn­ 
out and dllapldateu-looklug half of a lemon placed 
In It, foe 
queezer being then lowered into the 
tub. Steam was turned on, and the squeezer be­ 
gan it-* work, the lemon emitting the most harrow­ 
ing moans of agony from under the water as Hie 
pressure became more and more severe. Grad­ 
ually these doleful sounds ceased, and the liquid 
assumed an amber-like hue, while a faint odor of 
lemons filled the air of the rent. 
“That'll do; take it out,” said the engineer, 
shutting off steam, and the dripping squeezer was 
withdrawn from the tub. foe unhappy half leinon 
being carefully dried iii a clean cloth and placed in 
a small iron safe which was then locked.

How a Young Telegraph Operator Prevented 


a Terrible Railroad Disaster 


And Nearly Lost His Own Life from 
the Experience.

“ I have had some trying experiences In my life 
as an operator.

enable me to leave Hie office a t will I nail attached 
a large tm cup to the sounder of my Instrum ent so 
I could bear my call 'Q,' from any part of the 
village. 
W hen m e south-boum i train arrived a t 
noon one Saturday, I hurriedly com m unicated 
with the conductor, and learning t u t lie had 
nothing to sem i, I prepared to quit my office for 
tho al ferm ion, as no- o th er tram was due until 7 
o'clock. 
L urking the door I went aw ay, leaving 
the train standing at Hie depot, hot boxes detain ­ 
ing it longer than usual.

of legislation instigated by tho oppression of wealth, 
sectarian bigotry or chartered monopoly. We believe 
that inequality of privileges and of the burdens of 
taxation works a serious injury to the security of hon­ 
est profits of industry. We therefore advocate not 
only a strict construction of the powers grouted to tile 
State and Federal governments aud a thoughtful ad­ 
herence thereto, both oy the legislative aud executive 
authority, but the frequent elections and limited 
term s o f office which our forefathers devised to com­ 
pel the government to represent the vs ill and pleasure 
of the people. 
The Democracy of Massachusetts reaffirm the reso­ 
lutions of Hie last National Democratic Convention, 
held at Cincinnati, and tender the right hand of fel­ 
lowship to tilt Democracy of the Caum. 
We oppose Hie extravagance of Republican expendi­ 
tures In carrying on the Federal government, and de­ 
nounce the accumulation ot a surplus rev euue from u 
taxation of tho necessaries of lite us a profligate abuse 
aud an infliction on the industry of the people. 
We denounce the Republican neglect of the inter­ 
ests in our Asheries and commercial navigation as 
liainlliatiug to Hie reputation of our country among 
the nations of the earth. 
We denounce tho official abuses of patronage and 
the rotten condition of the public service witnessed by 
the unpuidshed frauds in the Star route contracts anil 
other branches oLadmiuistratiou, and demand strin­ 
gent and searchiijg reform. 
We believe that the conferva ti ve opinion of Hie coun­ 
try demands, in the interest of Hie general prosperity 
of industry, a reduction in tile present turin, aud in 
behalf of tills Commonwealth we desire that reduction 
shall apply to what is consumed ill our own industries 
and families in order that the cost of cultivating our 
farms nwv lie reduced, that the mechanic arts may 
flourish, that prosperity may attend our varied Indus­ 
tries, that commerce and shipbuilding may revive in 
our parts, and the market* for our manufactures be 
enlarged. 
We demand th at the Federal and State governments 
•flail recognize th c r .fundam ental duty to secure for 
Hie working people of this country, iii every depart­ 
ment of life, the blessings of liberty, education mid 
suffrage, In order that the whole people shall partici­ 
pate In self-government, and continue to develop a 
progressive civilization and prospi rity. 
We indorse and com IU Cl id to all tile representatives 
and senators of Mass :«Musette the following declara­ 
tion made without distinction of party by an enter­ 
prising body of their constituents: 
“Believing that the present enormous surplus in 
the national revenues is demoralizing and danger­ 
ous, that it should be cut 
down without 
fur­ 
ther delay, not by increased public expenditure, Gut 
by lessening the burden of taxation: 
that this 
burden should be removed from the necessaries of 
life, and not from whiskey mid tobacco, aud that Hie 
jiolh-y of taxation of imports, not for Hie purpose of 
raising revenue, but of obstructing trade, is unsound, 
aud must ultimately be abandoned.”

Coffins were very plum aud burial-caskcts were 
unknown. 
Tom bstones had larger epitaphs and more ver­ 
bosity engraved upon them . 
Eggs were a shilling a dozen, aud b u tter con­ 
sidered high a t eighteen cents per pound.
